the office of Water Commissioner, has 
not only very much surprised everybody, 
but it has deprived the city of its execu- 


- tive head and the Coungil of one of its 


members. There is therefore a vacancy 
in the Manicipal Government, and the 
important question which presents itself 
is, how ig this vacancy to be filled? It 
will be recollected that the last Munici- 
pal election was held under special and 
peculiar circumstances, The  Coancil 
which was elected under the provisions 
of the “Manicipa! Act, 1867,” on the 
ninth of November last, some time in 
- January fallowing passed a resoletion in 
accordance with the “Municipality Act, 
1872,” asking, on behalf of the inhabi 

‘tants of the city, that the said Act of 
1872 be applied to the city of Victoria ; 
and in compliance with the said requisi- 
tior the Lieutenant—-Governor issued his 
Letters Patent, bearing date the 25th 
day of January, 1878, dissolving the 
then existing Council, and calling a new 
election of Councillors, which was beld 
on the ilth day of February last. At 
that election every elector voted for 
seven candidates, the Letters Patent 
having virtaally repealed the Act of 
1867, ander the provisions of which the 
city was divided into wards, end each 
ward entitled to elect two members. It 
is very clear that so far as the elections 


*, are concerned, the Letters Patent pos- 


sessed but temporary effect, baving re- 
ference only to the first election under 
the Act of 1872. The fifth clause of said 


. incorporating a Municipality shall specify 


the name, limits, extent, and nature of 
such Monicipality, the number of the 
Municipal Council, what namber shal! 
form s quorum thereof, the time and 
manuer of electing the first Council, 
the Returning Officer at the first 
election, the polling places, the day on 
which the Council shall first meet, and 
such other provisions as may be neces- 
sary for the establishment of such Muni- 
cipality.” Is will therefore be observed 
that the Letters Patent had reference 
only to the first election under the Act 
ot 1872, but if the power exercised by 
the Lieutenant Governor in setting aside 
the provisions of the Act of 1867, which 
required that the elections should be 
beld io wards, and that the Manicipal 
Assessment Roll should constitute the 
basis of the electoral franchise, and only 
those should be entitled to vote whose 
nemes were on that roll, and bad paid 
all assessments due at the time of voting, 
then those provisions of the Act of 1867 
are still inoperative, as neither the Gov- 
ernor nor the Municipal Council have 
taken any steps tu provide for futare con- 
tingencies or to revive those seetions of 
the ssid Act so set aside by the Letters 
Pateot. Clause 20 of the Act of 3872, 
says, “‘ the Council of every Municipality 
shall divide the same into wards, and 


‘may, from time to time, alter such divi- 


sious 80 as to allow the different portions 


- to be equally represented in the Couucil, 


on the basis of tax paying population.” 
Now, although the statute makes it im- 
perative for the Council, as one of its first 
acts, to divide the city into wards, they 
have disregarded that very important 
part of their daty, and bow they are going 
to rectify it now without contravening 
ose or otber of the Municipal Acts, iss 
problem for the gentlemen of the Coun- 
el to decide among themselves. They 
eanect bold an election under the Letters 
Patent, as they have already served the 
parpose for which they were intended, 
and are out of date ; a ward election 
cannot be held, as the city has not been 
divided into wards, nor did Mr. Robinson 
b>, oy we one ward more than an~ 
other, bvery elester at the last election 
having cast his vote for the whole seven 


' members ; nor can the entire vote of the 


city be taken in the election of Mr. Rob. 
inson’s successor, as that would be ¢learly 
without legal authority. ‘After the 
Srat Ugoicipal election,” says the Act of 
1872, “any male person who is rated 
upon the assessment roll of the Manici- 
pslity, and who has paid, not less than 
ten a previous to the time of the 


~ lection, all municipal rates and taxes 


‘payable by him, shall be entitled to vote 
at municipal elections, in any ward in 
which he may be registered as a rates 
payer.” The first election took place on 
the 11th day of February last past, and 
only upon that one occasion could s can- 
didate for mu | honors be elected by 
@ general votéof all the ratepayers, as 
there iano euthority in any one of the 


. Ratnicipal statutes for apy such a course 


of procedare, Save and except the first 

the assessment roll must deter- 
mine who shall be entitled to vote, and 
uofortonately in this particular instance, 


_ there is no assessment roll that can be 


used for that ng soe The old roll was 
get aside by the Letters Patent, and was 
not eed at the last election, nor can it 
now-be used in an election to fill the 
vaeancy occasioned by Mr. Rob- 
inson’s resignation. It looks very 
mech a8 the Council bave got 
themselres into a dilemma in his 


_ Matter. They have left themselves with- 


out a bead, and without the means of sup. 
plying one by eny legal method, so far as 
we can see at present. In view of the 
very important daties devolving opoo the 
Conncil, particularly ia respect of the 
action about being taken in connection 
with the contemplated water works, it is 
much to be regreited that their very first 
act should be so wanting in discretion, 
We sineerely hope that this first step in 
® wrong direction may not prove to be 
the beginning of a series of blunders that 
Will involve the city in a sea of troubles

SOUTH AMERICA, 

AsPINwatL, via Havana, April 10.—The 
city of San Salvader, in Central America, 
has beea destroyed by an earthquake., Eight 
buadred persons perished, and twélre | mil- 
liom dollars’ worth of property were des. 
troyed. The earthquake was followed by a 
conflacration, aod many buildings were 
burned. For several days slight shocks of 
earthquake bad occurred, but uo serious ap- 
prebensions were entertained, (On the after- 
noon of the 4th instant, almost without 
warning, & great part of the city was redaced 
to little more than runing ; the ground heaved 
like a ship in a gale; a terrific thundering 
burst from under foot; wails tottered and 
were reat in prany places,with wide crevices, 
and roofs sunk to the ground. Three shocks 
followed io succession ; children commenced 
to scream piteously, and could not be paci- 
fied ; wild birds flew sbout; horses. grew 
frantic in their stables, dogs ran about how!l- 
ing for protection. Every few minutes shocks 
of leas violence occurred. The scene be:- 
gars description — ruined houses, | panic 
stricken people, men, woulen and childgeu 
fleeing to the fields with valuables bastily 
collected ; then the ringing of alarm’ beHs, 
and the beating of drums calling all soldiers 
ander arms—for in San Salvador murder and 
pillage accompany the confusion atteddant 
upon great earthquakes, and the frigbtened 
citizens leave the town, and Indians then 
prowl into it for prey, and are only checked 
by the bayonet of the government troops, 
who are p sted in squads, at short distances, 
all over the cily.

Epttor. Staxparnp:—The Victoria Daily 
Colonist of April 1st contains a puragraph 
headed ‘Shameful Treatmeut of Comox Dis- 
trict’ I cannot allow such an infamous 
disregard for the truth to pass unnoticed. 

In reference tO our member the writer 
evident!y entertains a very different opinion 
of bis actious than do those of this eonstitu- 
eacys The Ductor when before those whom 
he represents has never promised to work 
wonders tur them, but simply tu serve them 
in an bonest and straightfoward manner, 
never making a maltiigde of promises’ which 
be never intends to attempt if nccomplisiring; 
thus gaining for himself the full confidence 
of those whose interests he feithfully defends, 
uolike others who .bave golicited. our suf- 
freges, inflating themselves with obnoxious 
gas and exploding with a huudred promises 
which all end jn smoke. 

The statement that every Sabbath day 
presents a :¢vne of debauchery and vice, ren- 
dered more terrible by the hideous yells of 
drunken savages, who being under the in- 
fluence of whiskey so plent:fully supplied to 
them, thereby keeping the residents in con- 
stant dread of evil consequences, and the 
threatening of life witn impunity, confirms 
the old adage of ‘you most go from home to 
hear news.”’ 

Sut in this instance you may substitute the 
calumnies of the Colonist without travelling 
abroad. I can only say I have been a resi- 
dent bere upwards of nine years, and never 
yet beard of anything sp dreadful taking 
place within hearing or eyesight of our 
dwellings during that time, nor do | think ! 
ever saw or ever will see the man who wit- 
nessed such savage proceedings. 

QConsidering the number of different tribes 
of Indians who visit this settlement in the 
course of twelye months, I may safely assert 
that no other district. in the Province can 
boast of so little depredatiens committed, er 
of sq. peseeful an attitude om the part of the 
natives to the white population, aed which 
every respectable resident and the Court 
House caleadac will substantiate. The 
only instance which has ever come to my 
knowledge of the life of another being threat- 
ened during my residence here, was that of 
one white man to another, and fur a most 
frivilous and imaginary offence, and theretore 
look upon the man from whom the statement 
eminated, as an ‘Irish barp struck by light- 
ning.”’ Perbaps that guilty person might

About halfan hour after the party had.ar- 
rived, a ery from the signal station was 
beard saying that the Indians had attacked 
the peace commigsieners, and that an en- 
gagement bad commenced between the In- 
dians and commissioners, Ina momignt tre 
troops were usder arms, and deployed as 
skirmishers under the command of Colovel 
Green, and orders. were given to donble 
quick, Very shortly after Mr. Diar returned 
and told us thet the Indians had attacked 
them, and that he thought that he was the 
only one who had escaped, but .in a few mo- 
mente after Riddle aud his squaw were seen 
within the picket line from tne bill. 

We gather the f.llowing accouot of bow 
the massacre commenced : Meacham made a 
slrort speech to the Indians, followed by Gen. 
Canby, and then Dr. Thomas ; then Captain 
Jack made a speech asking for Hot Creek 
and Cottonwoon, the places now occupied by 
Fairchild and Dorris, for a reservation. — Mr. 
Meacham told Jack thatit was not possible 
to give bim what he asked. Schonchin told 
Meacham to gay no more about it, He, 
(Meacham) bad said engugh upon this sub- 
ject, and while Schonchip was talking, Capt. 
Jaek gotup and walked behind the others, 
and turned his back, and exclaimed ‘all 
ready, draw pistols,’’ and snapped a cap at 
Gen, Canby ; he cocked bis pistel again and 
fired—General Canby fell dead, shot under 
the right.eye. Schonchin then shot Meacb- 
am in the shoulder and head, but he ig still 
slive. Boston Charley and another Indian 
shotand killed Dr. Thomas. » Hooka Jim fol- 
lowed Diar for some distance, but Diar turn- 
ed upon him,with pistol in hand, aud. Booka 
Jimran. An Indian knoéked Riddle’s squaw 
down, and then took ber horse, but Captain 
Jack made him retura it, and then another 
Jadian came up and sbot at him, 

The troops are now about a mile in the 
lava bed, lying on their arms, and will pro- 
bably advance to-night under cover of dark- 
ness. There are about pix hundred troops 
which can be. brought into active service 
They will probably end the Modoc war. 
Meacham is not expected to survive. 

Yruxa, April 12.—The news of the bratal 
massacre ot General Canby and Commis- 
sioner Thomas has cast a shade of. sorrow 
over this community, and the excitement is 
intense. A feeling exists that the Indians 
should now receive the pucishment they.so 
richly deserve.

“That this house baving taken into consid- 
eration the Excise and Customs Tariff of the 
Dominion respectfully request thatan address 
be preseftted to His Exceliency the Lieutenant 
Governor for speedy tranatiission to Ottawa, 
praying that the tarjff (so far ap relates to 
Britisy Columbia,) on barley, oats, hay, po- 
tatoes, butter, hops, cheese, lard, bacon and 
bams be amended, so that a scale of daties 
shall be imposed as before Union, and on 
wheat 10 cents per 100 pounds; on flonr 50 
cents per barrel. That brewers and malscers | 
shall be charged no excise; and that the 
Stamp Act be not extended to this Province. 
This to remain in force until the completion 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway.’’ 

There! Ifthatis not what we have pro- 
noucced it, in writing the heading of this 
article, we are so unsophisticated as not to 
knew what impudence means. Indeed, lan- 
guage is Waoting us ia which to fitly describe 
the monstrous presumption of these Columb- 
iang ia making such a proposal as the above 
to the Government of Canada. Are these 
people demented? Do they reilly suppose 
that this Dominion cannot continue to exist 
except throuh their support, and whilst bask- 
ing in their benignant smiles? It would really 
seem so. Either this is the case, or Sir 
John A. Macdonald’s tuition bas led them to 
believe that the people of these Eastern Pro- 
vioces ure mean-spirited enough to sabmit 
to any indignity where political questions are 
to be practically dealt with. 

We wish not to cast one needless word of 
opprobrium at our Columbian fellow-aubjects, 
orto speak elightingly of that Province of 
theirs ich they seem to hold in such inex- 
pressibly lofty estimation. We must. say, 
however, that, thanks to the headlong bland- 
ering of Sir John Macdonald’s Corruptionist 
Ministry, the people and their country have 
both bees a bard Wargain to us of the Domin- 
ion as originally constituted. Weshall not now 
pretend to say what British Columbia may 
eventually prove to be, as an accession to 
Canada ; but we must say that, as yet, it bas 
afforded us but indiffereit rational. ground 
for believing it that Doraflo and Goshen com- 
bined which it bas been rer and which 
tbe Columbians themsely+s—at least, in some 
of their moods—still seem| to consider it. How 
does it bappen that that/ great country sup- 
pesed to be so musiiicientiy favored by 
Nature, managed make so little 
maftris! progress during its halcyon 
days of quasi independence and self-govern- 
ment? That Province, immense as to estent, 
and which, itwas a few years since suppos- 
ed, wag politically to rise at a bound to al- 
most imperial proportions, even yet ranks, 
in population and all the varied sccompani- 
ments of population, only as the equal of 
some Counties of these Easterd Provinces. 
Yet that Province, with its bandful of peo- 
ple, is allowed nine seats in the Parliament 
ofthe Dominion of Canada. Mainly to ac- 
commodate this handful of people, the Do- 
minion Government has undertaken to con- 
struct a railway trom the valley of Ottawa to 
the Pacific—a gigantic work the estimated 
cost of which varies all the way from $100- 
000,000 to $200,000,000 and which probably 
& century to come will not see discharged. 
The ordinary and annual outlays which the 
Dominion has to incur on account of Colem- 
bia are out of all proportion greater than 
those incurred for any other Province. On 
the other hand, i's contributions to the Do- 
minion treasury are merely nominal, and, if 
we may judge from the past, show but slight 
prospect of any material increase, Yet these 
Golumbians buve tae modesty to ask to be re- 
heved of those Costoms duties which must be 
paid by the other Provincee of the 
Vomivion if the form of a. Government is 
to be kept up by usatal!l. We of the East- 
ern Provinces must be taxed for their daily 
support, they, in the meantime, seeking to 
avoid payment ofthe paltry sum which they 
are bow required to coptribute towards tbat 
support of themselves, 

We say, If this is not impudence, whe can 
undertake to define the term? These Colum- 
bians obviously regard the projected Pacific 
Railway as a work especially designed and 
undertaken for their benefi'; for, as may be 
seen by the above quoted resolution, they 
propose depriving the Dominion of their val- 
uable contribution to the general treasury 
“antil the completion of the Canada Pacific 
Railway.’' They seem to think that they 
and their wilderness Province are indispen- 
sable to the continued existeuce of the Domin, 
ion, as such; that they are too great a catch, 
even at the cost of thirty million dollars and 
fifty million acres of Jand as a subsidy to- 
wards the commencement of their’ Pacitic 
Railway, besides a3 much more as will be 
required to finish it;. and that we Eastern 
people must now put our hands in our pocket 
in order to uphold the political existence of 
their beggarly Province, out and out, with- 
out any uid whatever fron) themselves.
